DETAILED ACTION 

A substitute specification is required, as the lack of proper margins at the top of 
the page have resulted in holes being punched through written material upon 
construction of the file wrapper. 

Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

As to claim 1, "the measured data' lacks antecedent basis. Also, does "(...)" (line 
4) suggest that the data includes at least two current measurements? 

As to claims 8-1 1 , does that "measuring data" in each of those claims include the 
material within the parentheses? 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Aizawa et al relate (col. 24, lines 25-37) motor load to change in both current and 
motor speed of an electric motor. However, the passage does not speak directly to 
checking a "brake of the motoi" (italics added, Applicant's claim 1 , line 1 ), and the motor 
is not of a "speed-regulated operation" (Applicant's claim 1 , line 2) nature that permits 
for a measuring sequence of brake testing by applying a brake "for a short time" 
(Applicant's claim 1 , line 3). 

As to claim 1 , note was made that a brake is applied for a "short" time to permit a 
measurement of "motor current" for checking the brake "of an electric motor" that 
employs a "speed-regulated operation".
